“The juri<diction ot the several courts 
berein provided for, both appellate and 
Original. and that of the Probate Courts 
und of Justices of the Peace. shall be 
as limited by law. Prorided. That Jus- 
tices of the Peace shall not have juris- 
diction of any matter in controversy. 
when the title or boundaries of land may 
be in dispute, or when the debt or sum 
claimed shall exceed one bundred dol- 
lars; and the said Supreme and District 
Courts, rezpectively, shall possess chan- 
cery as Well ascommon jurisdiction ” 
Yet in total disregard of this definite 
prohibition by Congress of jurisdiction 
of Justices of the Peace beyond a spe- 
cific limitation, the Legislature bas con- 
ferred upon them. by Legislative enact- 
nent, nolimited jurisdiction. whenever 
the consent of both of the litiganta cin 
be obtained. This illegal extension of 
their jurisdiction. and the almost uolim. 
ited cognizance of matters foreign to the

Tae TREMENDOUS” BoMBARDMENT 
oF Fort Fisuer.—A letter from 
the Regiment Coun. Vol} at 
Fort Fisher, gives a description 
of the bombardment of that work 
in which the writer says: 

So continnous and telling was 
the fire that the garrison was dri- 
ven into the bomb-proofs and

of the vast earthwork were fur- 
rowed and notched by the unpar- 


centrated- upon the Fort three 
days and nights. Yet the work 
was not weakened or damaged to 
any considerable extent. Al- 
though shot and shell fell either 
upon or within the fortress, to the 
number of 360 a minute, or 21,- 
600 an hour, it was not breached 
nor swept away, but stood with 


as perfect as when the first gun 
opened upon it. This and many 
other engagements, conclusively 
show that the most formidable of- 
fensive and defensive works are 
those made of earth. The bomb- 
ardment, as it progressed on this 
day, can be but meagerly describ- 
ed. It was grand, terrible, im- 
pressive beyond the power of 
human description. (‘The most 
concentrated and powerful fire 
had been reserved for this day 
The uncomely monitors ran. close 
in shore, and delivered their huge 
shells with the greatest accuracy 
and fine effect. The frigates Col- 
orado and Wabash, mounting two 


positions farther out than the ves- 
sels of lighter draught, and pour- 
ed in their terrible rapid 
broadsides. They were constant- 
ly enveloped in clouds of sulphur- 
ous smoke, through which Inrid 
tongues of fire leaped from their 
oaken sides. Our gunboats were 
formed in line of battle, and vied 
with each other in the terrible 
contest. The peaceful sea was 
overspread with a vast extended 
cloud of battle smoke, and 
through which the sun could not 
force his genial beams. Probab- 
ly a more concentrated and power- 
ful navy fire was never withess- 
ed, probably was never equaled. 
So powerfal was it that the solid 
shot and shell harled by our larg- 
est guns, penetrated in some in- 
stances through fifteen feet of so- 
lid earth and exploded against or 
within the bomb-proofs. I was 
told by Col. Lamps secretary that 
the concussion within the fort, 
from exploding shells solid 
shot, was most terrible and deaf: 
ening. It seemed as if volcanic 
fires were leaping and thundering: 
from the earth. The air hissed, 
quivering, flamed with misiles of 
destruction, One unceasing 
thunder of. artillery shook the 
earth. On this occassion, I saw 
what I never before observed in 
a bombardment. Large wreaths 
or rings of powder smoke fre- 
quently issued from the muzzles 
of the heavy guns, and rising 
slwoly and regularly, increased in 
diameter and preserved their ori- 
ginal form for a long time.
